1 million dollars and study fly¬ 
ing saucers. That’s like spend¬ 
ing a million dollars for some¬ 
one to write the Bible.

But they never .spotted the ob¬ 
ject again, Garriott says. 

Robert Gordon, a Skylab Mis¬ 
sion Control spokesman, says no 
effort has been made by NASA 
to determine what the Skylab II 
astronauts saw. 

The North American Air De¬ 
fense Com.mand (NORAD) ^ 
failed to pick up whatever 
was on its space-tracking radar 
screen. 

“It was just something up 
there,” Gordon says. “It could 
have been any one of thousands 
of objects up there. No one was 
especially excited about it.” 

However, the National Inves¬ 
tigations Committee is looking 
into all the Skylab reports of 
sightings, along with others that 
the Air Force’s Project Blue 
Book used to investigate until it 
went defunct. 

George D. Fawcet, of Mount 
Airy, N.C., who has been rack¬ 
ing _UFO s and investigating 
their sources for years, says 
U.S. and Soviet astronauts have 
been sighting UFOs ever since 
the manned space era began. 

He has a record dating back 
to Feb. 20, 1962, when Mercury 
Astronaut John Glenn reported 
seeing three objects following 
him at varying speeds. 

On May 16, 1963, Astronaut L 
Gordon Cooper reported a 
greenish UFO with a red tail 
And on Oct. 12, 1964, three 
Ru s s i a n cosmonauts aboard 
Voskhod 1 reported they were 
surrounded by a formation of 
fast-moving disc-shaped ob- 
] jects. 

On Nov. 11, 1966, Gemini XII 
Astronauts Jim Lovell and. Ed¬ 
win Aldrin reported they saw 
four UFOs linked together. 
Each insisted they were not 
stars. 

There were more astronaut 
sightings, too, but NASA offi¬ 
cials aren’t in the business of 
tracking down UFO dues. That 
leaves only the National Invest!

“Fearing for my Lfe, I got 
back Into the truck, and we both 
kept watching the light move 
closer.

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*4' UFO Sighted In Lancaster

“There was definitely something 
going on here this morning," Qaude 
White said. 

White is an announcer and traffic 
manager for local radio station WLCM. 
His comment was made during a 
telephone interview following a rash of 
calls about a possible unidentified flying 
object (UFO) early Thursday morning. 

The UFO was seen in the Charlotte 
Highway area near the University of 
South Carolina Lancaster Campus just 
on the outskirts of Lancaster. It was also 


seen near the race track on Charlotte 
Highway, and over the county office 
building at the comer of Dunlap and 
Catawba streets in downtown Lan¬ 
caster. 

Whiteand Mrs. June (Max P.) Hudson 
of Riverside Drive are both convinced 
they saw a brilliantly lighted object in 
the sky. Their sighting is supported by 
several other people who could not be 
reached by telephone and Shaw Air 
Force Base Operations Dispatcher Sgt. 
Harry Stewart, a native of Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

Sgt. Stewart said Shaw Air Force Base 


had no aircraft opeiating during that 
time. He also said that while traveling 
from Columbia toward Sumter at about 
6:30 a.m. he saw a very bright 
stationary light to the northeast in the 
general area of Lancaster. “I saw it for 
a period of about 10 minutes. It could 
have been there longer, but I didn’t keep 
track of it,” Sgt. Stewart said.

MRS. HUDSON Started the ball rolling 
when she called White during his 
morning radio program and told him 


what she had seen. She related to the 
Lancaster News by telephone what she 
discussed with White. Bobby Hinson of B 
and E Aviation at the Lancaster Airport 
said no aircraft were operating from 
Lancaster at that time of morning. 

She described the object as a very 
bright rotating light that would move 
back and forth from left to right. “If you 
were sketching it with a brush (artist’s 
measurement) you would probably 
measure it about 3€ inches,” she said. 
She reported it made no sound that she 
could hefT I .. 
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i' “It must have been around 6:30 a.m. 

’ when I sighted it. I usually get up around 
10 of six. I only had the hood light of the 
• stove on and was standing there 
' drinking a cup of coffee when I saw a 
bright light. 

' “It (the light) kept getting brighter 
; and brighter and brighter. It was too 
i bright to be a star. To me it looked like a 
! football, but too low for a star. 

“I turned up the light on my stove 
because I thought it might be a reflec- 
■ tion,” Mrs. Hudson said. But it was no 
reflection. 

Mrs. Hudson said she had to tell 
someone about it so she awakened Anna, 
her 12 -year-old daughter. She said she 
wanted her daughter to verify it because 
she didn’t want people to be skeptical. 
"She is such a contradictary person that 
I it has to be right or she would tell it like 
: it is. 

“At first she said, ‘ Mommy maybe it 
is someone telling us we will get plenty 
of gas,’ ’’ Mrs. Hudson said. But she said

the daughter agreed with what she saw. 

Mrs. Hudson said the object would 
make a bright light and when it was 
brightest it would move either to the 
right or the left and then back to its 
original position. 

She observed the object for about 20 
minutes before calling White and 
preparing to take her daughter and 
other student car poolers to school. 

“I did notice that about 10 til seven it 
sort of floated away. I also noticed as I 
was driving back from taking the kids 
to school two red streaks in the same 
spot as the light. I don’t know if this has 
anything to do with it,” she said.

WHITE said yesterday that when he 
finally dodged the telephones he went 
outside and got a glimpse of the light. 
“I spotted it only briefly at about 6:30 
a.m.,” He said. “It was a dazzling light

White said he came to work 
shortly after 5 a.m., but when 
he left home he had two dogs 
that were whining.

“hottest” revelation of a UFO to 
come but of the 1973-74 UFO 
“flap”.

Mr. - lives in a 

remote area. At approximately 
6:00 p.m. (5:00 p.m. standard 
time) he was alone at his home 
and had just lathered his face 
with shaving cream when he 
heard a peculiar "buzzing or 
humming” sound. He ran to the 
living room and saw his TV 
picture having a "fit." He ran 
out the front door and out into 
' the front yard. 

There, over his garden, was 
this object which was hovering 
motionless about six ( 6 ) feet 
above the ground. The buzzing 
or humming was coming from 
the object. 

He said the shape made him 
think of a Dutch wooden shoe 
with a glass or plastic cabin or 
cockpit on top. This translucent 
control area could be described 


as a "bubble”. It started 
towards the front end and went 
about two thirds the length of the 
UFO. 

Through this cloudy (tran¬ 
slucent) bubble he could see the 
shadows of what looked like two 
humans moving about. Only 
their heads and shoulders were 
visible. They moved towards the 
center for a moment and then 
walked to each end. 

The UFO then slowly turned, 
or rather — swiveled — counter 
clock wise in an about face 
movement and began to slowly^ 
move away to the east. 

The backend was then visible. 
“It was a little wider than it was 
high and had top corners sort of 
like a 57 to 60 Plymouth car 
except that these corners were 
rounded.” In the center of the 
back end were two long lights 
shaped like cow horns. The 
sharp end was up and these ends 
of the two lights were together 
and started out and down at an 
angle. The body glowed a weak 
red and each end had a bluish 
glow. 

“When the UFO began to 
move the humming or buzzing 
stopped and then I heard no 
sound at all.” 

The UFO slowly cleared the 
trees and moved out of sight 
■over the woods. 

I later went over every detail 
with this eyewitness who had 
drawn the UFO and the drawing 
made by me appearing in this 
paper has been made from this 
.drawing by the witness and- 
checked out with in detail after 
drawing. 

Based on alignment with' 
'three trees at the edge of the" 
garden, the body of the UFO was 
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approximately 18 feet in length j 
and 8 feet high including the 
cabin "bubble”. The width is ^ 
estimated at 9 feet. , . ^ 

The rounded frontend had a 
large light mounted on a shaft, j 
The shaft glistened as highly . 
polished silver. The light was 
either not on or only a soft glow. 
The body of the craft had a soft 
whitish glow about it. 

On each top corner of the ^ 
“rear” end was an insignia. "It ‘ 
reminded me of a tobacco pipe- | 
with a mark through the top.” | 

I feel that this insignia ' 
(nationality marking or “flag”) 
alone makes this sighting one of 
the most important to be 
recorded as it should reveal of 
the "intelligence" arm of our 
government the possible origin 
of this particular UFO (I think 
they come from Several places).

t: Mrs. Betz said an expert 
I fromOmega Minus One, a re- 
• search firm based in Baton 
t Rouge. La., examined the 


sphere for about six hours 
Saturday. “He found radio 
waves coming from it and a 
magnetic field around it," 
she said. 

According to the family, 
the 22-pound object appeared 
one day recently outside their 
home on Fort George Island. 
The sphere moves strangely 
and, when rolled away, 
comes back, they say. 

Navy spokesman Chris Ber- 
ninger Said the sphere is hol¬ 
low with a one-half-inch shell 
of high-grade but common 
stainless steel. It is eight 
inches in diameter with no 
seams and only one small 
triangular mark on the out¬ 
side. 

.Inside the sphere, tiny 
beads of residue from the 
manufacturing process roll 


around and make noise, he 
said. 

Bcrninger said the Navy’s 
first X-ray attempts failed 
because the machine wasn’t 
strong enough to pencirale 
steel, but two subsequent 
tests showed Iho contents of 
the globe. 

“I don’t know who manu¬ 
factured it, but I say it came 
from earth,” he said. “We do 
know it is not an explosive 
and represents no hazard.” 

Bernfnger conceded that 
the sphere did move at the 
Betz house. “I believe it’s 
because of the constructioneof 
the house. It’s old and has 
uneven stone floors,” ho said. 
“The ball is almost perfectly 
balanced and it takes just a 
little indentation to make it 
move or change direction.” 


But Mrs. Betz said her cu¬ 
riosity isn't satisfied. 

“There must be high fre¬ 
quency waves from it. When . 
wc put our poodle beside tre 
ball, she whimpers and puts .j 
her paws over her ears,” she j 
said. “I admit wc have an ir- ^ 
regular floor, but the thing is ; 
even unpredictable on a hard, . 
straight surface.” 

Mrs. Betz said the sphere 
will roll one way, turn by it- j 
self and roll another way, * 
possibly .turn again, and then 
nine out of 10 times, go back 
to its starting point. She said 
the Omega researcher was 
unable to determine a pattern 
In the movement. 

“I still don't know what to 
think about it,” she said.

A UFO spotted in the Green¬ 
ville area Monday night could 
have been a number of things, 
according to Margaret Pine, 
president of the Greenville- 
based Aerial Phenomena Inves¬ 
tigating Organization (APIO). 

But, notes Mrs. Pine, "It is 
still an unidentified flying object 
until we can get satisfactory 
identification.” 

The object in question was 
seen around 7:30 p.m. in the 
area near Greenville Memorial 
Hospital. 

Several eyewitnesss reported 
to Mrs. Pine and to The Pied¬ 
mont that the object was "high 
in the sky.’’ Lights were a 
brilliant red,” according to one 
witne.ss, who said after a leng¬ 
thy period of observation, “the 
light finally went out.” 

Mrs. Jane Britton of E. Paris 
Road, spotted the object around 
■:15 p.m. when she and her son, 
Mike, were leaving a local de¬ 
partment store. 

“It appeared to be near the 
new ho.spital parking lot,” said 
Mrs. Britton. She pointed out 
that the glowing red light would 
periodically turn a bright white 
then return to the red color. 


After several minutes of obser¬ 
vation, Mrs. Britton said the ob- 
j e c t gradually moved in a 
northerly direction until the 
lights faded. 

She noted that the Greenville- 
Spartanburg airport reported 
the object as being a “Cessna 
Cub,” a small, light-weight air¬ 
craft. 

“It tVasn’t like any plane I’ve 
ever seen,” she said, adding, “I 
was convinced it wasn’t an air¬ 
plane when it didn’t move. It 
was just standing still in the 
sky.” 

Don Jennings, a member of 
APIO’s board of directors, alsoj 
spotted the object. 

Mrs. Pine said Jennings was 
at McAlister Square when the 
object was sighted. His descrip¬ 
tion, along with others given by 
club members who saw it, con¬ 
firm the Britton sighting. 

The APIO prc.sidcnt said, after 
contacting railroad officials, 
that the UFO could possibly be a 
balloon with unusual lighting or 
it could possibly be a flare such 
as those used by railroad com¬ 
panies. 

She said, however, that the 


flares have to be struck manual¬ 
ly- 

“It could be a flare,” she said, 
‘‘and the fluctuations in the 
lighting could have been caused 
by some impurities in the pow¬ 
der used in flares.” 

Mrs. Pine speculated that the 
sighting could possibly be a 
“child’s prank. You just don’t 
know what lengths one will go 
to." 

A Piedmont staffer also saw 
the object. 

“It might have been a bal¬ 
loon,” said the staffer, “but it 
didn’t look like any airplane I’ve 
ever seen." 

He added that (he UFO might 
have been a helicopter because 
of its apparent hovering capabil¬ 
ities. 

“It is not in charaeter for air¬ 
planes to stand still in the sky,” 
he said. 

Meanwhile APIO club mem¬ 
bers are “manning their battle 
stations," in wait for tonight’s 
activities.

A young, courting couple reported

Both Crims are 
engineers, and described the object as 
nothing like they had ever seen. 

Young Crim said the UFO “blinked out" 
at 2:30 a.m., and as suddenly as it left it 
reappeared in about 60 seconds slightly 
lower in the sky. 

All the while, it maintained a bright red 
glow from its bottom, he said. 

It disappeared again before making a 
third appearance just above the horizon, 
then dropped out of sight, he said. 

During the sighting, he said, the big 
dipper shifted, but the UFO remained 
fixed in the sky.

Ashley Lunham, whose cozy 
home nestles at the base of a 
thickly-treed rocky shield and 
ironts on Highway 33, com¬ 
manding a good view of Bosh- 
kung Lake just across the 
road, both confirmed stories 
were related to the press pre¬ 
viously. 

Their stories of the sight¬ 
ings had several similarities 
but their 'description of the 
vehicles differed in some re¬ 
spects. The most outstanding 
common observation held, 
not only by the Lunhams but 
"by others in the district, was 
that the almost nightly visit¬ 
ing flying objects didn’t ap¬ 
pear to reach great heights. 
There seemed to be general 
agreement that they kept at 
a tree-top level and perform¬ 
ed what might best be de¬ 
scribed as darting motions ..

“Something which appears 
almost every night for four 
months is not from outer 
space at all,” Mrs. Lunham 
declared. She speculated that 
they might be part of an ex¬ 
periment being carried out 
by the United States. 

So concerned about the un¬ 
explained nature of the visita¬ 
tions is Mrs. Lunham, that 
she has written to the Hon. 
James Richardson, Canada’s 
minister of national defense, 
asking that he have the phe¬ 
nomena investigated. “I have j 
not heard a word from the de¬ 
partment as yet,” she related. 


Referring again to his 
sightings, Mr. Lunham said 
he had once seen four or five 
of the craft maneuvering 
right along the Boshkung 
Lake shoreline, only a short 
distance out over the ice. 

Both agree that the visita¬ 
tions occur largely between 
midnight and the pre-dawn 
hours. They also indicate that 
some people prefer not to 
talk about what they see . . .

Peter Courtney who reports 
for the M i n d e n Progress 
spent several hours in the 
Boshkung Lake area last Sun¬ 
day and was rewarded for his 
efforts.

One of the most startling: 
experiences this observer has 
had came on a 20 -degree below \ 
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zero night in January when one 
of the craft landed not far from 
the Lunham home and focussed 
a powerful beam of light on 
the dining room window.

Provincial Constable Ed Sherwin re¬ 
ports spotting the mysterious objcct(s) 
several nights in a row.

of white, green and red lights winking on 
and off. 

Paul Konkic, a radio operator at the 
OPP headquarters on Highway 41, said 
Sunday he and others took turns watching 
the hovering lights through a pair of bin- 
noculars from the detachment's windows. 

“The binoculars aren’t powerful enough 
so wc never did get a close look at what 
it was," he said, adding he believes he 
saw patterns of blue and whi te lig t 


"The next night *wc were watching 
stars until our eyes were popping out, but 
no one has seen anything more that I 
know of.” 

At one point the “UFO" was seen hov- 
eWng at' tree top level, cast of Napanee. 
When an officer went out to check, it rose 
into the sky where it had been spotted 
'originally, and remained stationary for 
some time. 

The longest period of time the object 
stayed in one place, reports the radio op¬ 
erator, was four hours. 

The records of the OPP show numerous 
calls from private residents who were re¬ 
porting sightings in the area last week. 

Military officials at CFB Trenton were 
notified, but as yet no explanation on 
what people in this area could be seeing, 
have been received. 

' In the meantime, while no more 
"UFOs' have been seen since the disap¬ 
pearance over Dcscronto Friday morning, 
a night hasn't gone by that the skies ha¬ 
ven't been scanned for a reappearance.

Search parties were unable to 
locate t he “ Bigfoot” this week¬ 
end. A creature was reportedly 
seen by a Florence youth in a 
sparsely wooded area near the 
Siuslaw River. The discovery of 
several huge footprints and a 
pile of freshly-opened clam 
shells added credence to the 
story. Spokesmen for three in¬ 
vestigative teams on the scene 
agreed that 13-year-old Nick 
Wells had seen some unusual 
creature while en route to school 
late Friday morning. 

The Siuslaw Junior High 
School student reported hear¬ 
ing low-pitched growling and 
crashing noises coming from a 
brushy area which borders the 
Siuslaw along Quice Street. 
When he turned to look he said 
he saw a hairy-faced creature 
moving through the brush. 
Frightened by what he had 
~'v ieen he . ran three blocks to 


the school and told classmates. 
’Two went with him back to 
the area to investigate. The 
group located a large foot¬ 

print but it was obiltcrated in 
the excitement, as more school 
children came for a look.
